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WHEN the eye of the reader falls upon this 

page JUDGE’s polar expedition will have 
been already under way several weeks. We 
were fortunate in finding just the man we 
wanted—an earnest, inexperienced explorer, 
who was eager to make the dash, and we can- 
not conceal the pride we feel in the fact that, 
while our determination to find the pole was 
an eleventh-hour inspiration, we got our man 
away weeks ahead of Peary, who has been 
arranging his dash for the past two years. In 
no other way could we better drive home the 
truth that this fooling and dreaming and non- 
sensical star-gazing about the pole has got to 
quit. From now out it is a case of hustle and 
get there, and may the best man win. 

To show how the procrastinating procliv- 
ities of the regulation pole-seekers have re- 
tarded the great work of finding the pole, con- 
sider the announced programme of Command- 
er Peary. He is going up to Grantland and 
winter there, and when next summer comes 
be ready for his over-ice dash. That has been 
the schedule of every one of the pole-hunters.

This was very refreshing news to me, for 
the reason that I have a theory that mosquitoes were 
never intended, in the original ground-plan and 
prospectus of things, to inhabit a state where a bald- 
headed man has to seek a few hours of refreshing 
slumber every night. One or the other is an inter- 
loper ; and if it was true that the mosquito had va- 
moosed and lit out, you see my theory would have 
been sustained. It cheers me to have a theory of 
mine shored up by the facts in the case. On the 
other hand, to see a favorite theory swept clean off 
the premises depresses me for months at a time. 
But what troubles me now is not so much the col- 
lapse of a cherished hypothesis, calling for a benig- 
nity in the government of the universe, which evi- 
dently does not exist, but the reputation of a fellow- 
man is blasted. Professor Smith is nothing more to 
me now than any other hot-air performer. One 
month ago I would have trusted my pocket-book to 
this man Smith, but to-day, if he were to offer me a 
watermelon, I would not take his werd for it until I 
had plugged the melon. I can stand right out in a 
rain of misfortune without an umbrella and never 
wince. But when a friend tells me the mosquitoes 
are all dead and I trust his word and go to bed with- 
out putting in the screens, and wake up in the night 
to find that my confidence has been abused—well, 
JupcGe, that’s why I want this pole job. How poor 
and cheap and paltry is this tinsel thing miscalled 
civilization when a man’s friend has flunked out!

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FOOD AND LITER- 
ATURE. 

The subject of the 
relation of food to lit- 
erature and the col- 
lateral question of 
diet and its effect on 
the literary tempera- 
ment are with us again. The remarks of 
Mr. W. D. Howells in the current Har- 
per's are timely and enlightening. Says 
Mr. Howells: “If the contention that 
our best poetry, if not a resultant, is at 
least a concomitant of a prune diet, be 
established by a sufficiently wide induc- 
tion of authoritative instances, we have a 
truth that will revolutionize the business.” 
It would be unwise to embrace too hastily 
this novel generalization, but it can 
hardly be questioned that in a large way 
food does exert a vital influence on liter- 
ary production, whether that food be 
prunes or fried chicken or what not. 


Mr. Philip Verrill Mighels has lately 
thrown some light on the question by 
telling what he ate when 
he was winning his 
spurs in New York a 
few years ago. He says 
he lived on fifteen cents a day, and 
adds: ‘I used to put sugar on my bread 
instead of butter, because it was cheaper 
and | liked it as well. Bread and sugar 
with soup does sound queer, doesn’t it? 
But it wasn't so bad.” He suggests the 
following menu for the budding author : 
Breakfast, two apples and a slice of bread ; 
lunch, soup from a soup tablet or bouillon 
capsule, costing a cent, and another slice 
of bread. He doesn’t give the dinner 
lay-out, the inference being that ‘it will be 
sufficient instead of eating any dinner at 
all just to think what a bang-up breakfast 
and lunch you had. Mr. Mighels declares 
the happiest days of his life were spent at 
that time. Saturday nights he treated 
himself to pie and the theatre, and that, 
he says, helped a lot.
